Complete rever.sal of the atti¬ 
tude of the council majority on 
important details of the Central j 
Avenue improvement project was 
effected at Tuesday’s meeting of 
the council. 

Upon motion of Councilman 
Myers the council voted unani¬ 
mously to conform to the follow¬ 
ing policies: 

West Central Avenue in Sierra 
Madre will not be repaved. 

East Central .Avenue will he 
widened to a uniform width of | 
only 65 feet instead of SO feet. 


East Central Avenue will be re¬ 
surfaced with paving similar in ; 
type to present city specifications, \ 
and existing cement curbs and ' 
guttei's will be utilized wherever 
possible. 

Action on these issues was 
brought before the council by a 
communication from the Central 
Avenue Property Owners Associa¬ 
tion, reciting the terms of reso¬ 
lutions adopted at the memorable 
mass meeting of last Thur.sday 
niglrt. 

But when it came to the mat¬ 
ter of the special attorney for the 
project, that was another story. 
The letter recited the resolution ' 
of confidence in Mr. Baker which 
was adopted, together with the 
resentment felt at the manner in 
4^which his resignation was brought 
about. It further suggested that

For Pioneer 

William L. Rhoades Relates 
Early Day Experiences 
to Kiwanis 

Father Was Proprietor of the 
Famous Tourist Hotel 
At Villa 


■After an absence of 44 years, 
the cliarm of Sierra .Ma<(re’s 
matchless setting was potent 
enough to bring VN'illiam Rhoades 
h.ick to Sierra Madre. And he 
told the Kiwanis Club on Tue.sday 
Dial after all hi.- travels in intoi- 
vening years, he believed it wa.s 
sufficient to hold him and make 
him cull it liome. 

Mr. lihoades came to the old 
Sierra .Madre Villa as a small 
hoy in the lute seventies, his 
father being proprietor of that 
f,*mous touii.sl resort. .And he 
g;ive the Kiwanians a vivid jiic- 
ture of the landscape as it was 
then when tlie Villa was the oul- 
IKi.sl of the Los .Angeles region. 
Tlie foothill slope wa.s unsettled 
and unplantcd tlien. Sagebrush 
and oak trees covered the larnl- 
scape. 

Tourists coming out from Los 
Angeles visited San Gabriel Mis¬ 
sion, and llie various randies in 
the valley, the Wilson, Rose, 
ClKipnian and Baldwin ranches be¬ 
ing included in tlie circuit. The 
trip was made by carriage or 
tallyho, and Mr. Rhoades said liis 
father often fed as many as 400 
in one d:iy at luncli time. 

The elder Rhoades bought his 
land on Sierra .Madre Villa mesa 
for $17 an acre. The same price 
prevailed for land in the Orange 
Grove section of Basadena, while 
the lower land where Basadena’s 
business section now stands could 
have been bought at $5 an aero, 
heiiur then a sheep range. Some 
of the visitors at the Villa hotel 
went hack to Indiana and organ¬ 
ized tlie “Indiana Colony” which 
founded Basadena. 

It was in 1884 that the Rhoades 
family left the Villa, living for 
sonie years ;iftor that in Los .An¬ 
geles. -Mr. Rhoades was for many 
years connected with the Baraffine 
companies, in the northwest. It 
was his particular function to in¬ 
vestigate towns for branch estab¬ 
lishments and dealer connections. 
In the light of his studies of town 
development he iiredicted Sierra 
Madro’s future lo he that of a 
residence coiiiiiiiinity, requiring 
every effort to preserve its high 
class character. 

.After I'Otiring from active busi¬ 
ness a few yeas ago, Mr. Rhoades 
said he and his wife sot about 
with care and deliberation to find 
the best possible place for their 
permanent home. They tried o:ist. 
west and south. Finally, he wrote 
for inforniation about tlie region 
of his boyhood memories, received 
a reply which made him decide to 
give it a trial, and now they 
hero with a house leased for more 
than a year and likely to stay.

manager for the Southern Coun¬ 
ties Gas Company, occasionally 
indulges in statistics which stag¬ 
ger the imagination of the aver¬ 
age man. 

For example, “Wonder how 
many loaves of bread could be 
baked with a single day’s produc¬ 
tion of natural gas in Southern 
California,” he said reflecinely. 
And still, reflecting, he produced 
a pad of paper ami a pencil and 
in less time than it has taken to 
write this, he produced the fol¬ 
lowing: “The average daily pro¬ 
duction of natural gas in South¬ 
ern California closely approxi¬ 
mates a billion cubic feet. A bil¬ 
lion cubic feet of gas will bake 
500,000,000 loaves of bread— e- 
nough to supply every man, wo¬ 
man and child in the United 
States with four loaves. This 
bread, loaded into trucks of 500 
loaf capacity, with the trucks 
spaced 20 feet apart, would make 
a string of bread trucks 7,576 
miles long.” 

“Now let’s see how many wheat 
cakes this single day’s production 
of California gas woulcl cook on 
a modern gas range,” he contin¬ 
ued. And his pencil went to work 
again. “It W'ould cook 4,000,000,000 
(yes billion) wheat cakes. As- 
.suming that each wheat cake is 
a quarter of an inch thick it 
would make a “stack ’o wheats” 
15,783 miles high. If the cakes 
average si.x inches in diameter, 
placed side by side they would 
make a string of cakes long e- 
nough to reach around the world 
fifteen times at the eiiuator.”
